WASHINGTON, Get, 2.—Favorable re 


ports have reached Washington from 
the European chancelleries, which indi- 
cate that a complete agreement of the 
powers on the manner of? settlement of 
the Chinese problem is now in sight. 
Tbe settlement will probably be on the 
>asis of the propositions of Secretary 
Hay, contained in his note of July 3d 
ast, and supplemented by subsequent 
notes. Tbe aecord of Russia with the 
United States is now more complete 
;han ever. All the nations appear pager 
;o place themselves in a position where 
bey can take advantage of tbe opening 
proposed by the United States, and 
;hey will soon be ready to pursue nego- 
tiations looking toward a settlement of 
the imbroglio. 
Russia h»s already 


given notice to this effect. Although 
the text of France's note, referred to in 
today's press despatches, has nut yet 
reached tbe state department, the of- 
ficials are satisfied Mint it has been cor- 
rectly reported and that France will 
very soon be ready to enter into negoti- 
ations. In the opinion of tho depart 
ment, either the position of Germany 
baa been misunderstood or she bos un- 
dergone a change of miud. Possibly it 
is tbe former, but in any event it is 
certain that the German government, 
on careful inspection of the plans of 
tbe United States, finds nothing in 
them inconsistent with Garman aspira- 
tions in China. Hence the belief in 
Washington that Germany, too, will be 
prepared soon to join the common 
movement for a settlement. It may be 
stated that the prospects for a satisfac- 
tory adjustment of the Chinese issue, 
without resort to formal war, are very 
much brighter than they were a week 
ago. 
The news developments of the 


day have been few. A cablegram h&s 
been received from Minister Conger, 
announcing the departure from Pekin 
of the Russian minister and his suite. 


Reports Their Murder. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Mr. Goodnow, 


the United Slates consul general at 
Shanghai, reports to the state depart- 
ment in his despatch of August 25th 
(just received) the murder of Miss 
Hat tie J. Bice und Miss Mary Huston,

at La-Cheng, in the province of Shen- 
Si. It id understood that Miss Bice's 
sister, Mrs. J. T. Lewis, is in Hartford, 
Conn., while Miss Huston's mother 
lives in Mobile, Alabama.

Sorrento, can boast of many points of 
historic interest and tbe thousands of 
visitors there every summer, are certain 
to visit the little church yard located 
on Reservoir bill where lie the remains 
of one of the country's patriots, Cap- 
taiu Daniel Sullivan. 
A Herald rep 


reseutative visited the grave recently 
and a brief abstract of the inscription 
on the tombstone will prove of special 
interest to the readers of tbe Gazette 
in this section. 


Tbe inscription reads: 
"Captain 


Daniel Sullivan, born in Borwiok, Me., 
in 1738. 
Moved to New Bristol, now 


Sullivan, Me. CommUoioned captain, 
Second company, Sixth Lincoln regi- 
ment, July 11, 1776. In 1779 be wae 
present with bis company at siege of 
Jttogaduce, now Castiue. After defeat of 
American force taere he returned to 
Sullivan, keeping up organization of 
his company, for tbe defence of that 
section. Feb. 21, 1781, British ship 
Allegiance landed den near 1m place 
and took him piisoner conveying him 
lo Bagaduce where be was offered parole 
on condition that be take tbe oath of 
allegiance to the British government, 
•rbioh be refused to do. He was taken 
to Halifax and afterwards sent to tbe 
Jersey prison shop at New York, where 
he was imprisoned for fourteen mouths. 
Ho was exchanged through tbe inttu 
ence of his brotber, Gen. John Sullivan 
of New Hampshire, but died on his way 
home."

Machinery Which Makes Bra«« 


an Fine as Cobweb*. 


One of the latest and most wonderful 


developments in hinss making is the use 
of the diamond die, by rnenn* of which 
ingot brass is today drawn down to wire 
of tho fineness of nine-tenths of a thou- 
sandth part o( an int'h. Steel may also 
be drawn nearly as line, and .the two 
uroduct&rfvhcn completed are aa fine and 
soft us the threads of a cobweb nud arc 
us wavy and glossy ns human hair. 


The bin^s hnir is of a heiuitlfur auburn 


color, while tne steel in of an iron groj. 
This wire is about ns stious as a human 
hair and is of value for meclmnicnl pur- 
poses, lieniK in gioat deimind by nuiUeis 
of elcctiieiil nppuratub. 
Never before

Until recent 


jeilis \\iu- \vns drawn thiough steel dies. 
The d«'\ eloptwnt of the diamond die to 
its present stage of peifet-lion hub ren- 
dered possible the production of much 
finer wire. In fact, the size of tin- wire 
now possible is limited only by its ability 
to hold together us it comes through the 
die. 


The diamond die is made of a flake dia- 


mond looking not unlike n bit of isinglass. 
The hole tJuoiigh which the wire is 
drawn is dulled through the diamond, 
nnd the stone is then stuck on a steel slab 
with nine directly over a hole in the slab 
which is a tune larger than that in the 
diamond. The wire to be drawn is then 
led thioiigh the diamond so that the stone 
bears steadily against the slab. This 
keeps the diamond in position. 


The brass ingots from which the cob- 


webby wire is made are four inches 
square and long enough to weigh nbont 
180 pounds. One of these will make miles 
of the cobweb wire. It is first put through 
a set of steel dies, gradually decreasing 
in diameter, until it comes out in the 
shape of the wiie of the fineness seen in 
the ordinary trades. 
Thou it is put 


through a set of eight diamond dies, the 
diameter of the last being the infinitesi- 
mal pnrt of an inch indicated above. 


Another curious thing in this brass 


making country is the development of hy- 
draulic rolls which are so seientificnlly 
adjusted I hat n copper cent moy be rolled 
ont under them to the size of an enor- 
mous platter and to thinness th t 
amounts to tianspnrcncy, so that n ne\\ •>- 
paper nmy bp read through the metal. 
The operation has to be conducted with 
great care.—Exchange. 


The Offshoot of One That Was part of 


Boston's Famous Tea Cargo. 


One of the most interesting homes in 


historic Georgetown is tho Tudor place. 
The sago palm of Revolutionary fame 
stands in the Tudor conservatory in win- 
ter and on the beautiful lawn in summer. 
It belongs to Martha Washington's grand- 
daughter, who is the oldest living descend- 
ant of tho family. Mrs. Brittania W. 
Kennon is the daughter of Colonel Thomas 
P^tcr, who married Martha Custis, and is 
the •« idow of Commodore Beverly Kcn- 
non, who lost his life by the explosion of a 
gun upon the Princeton in 1844. Tho 
mam body of tho old house was built by 
Colonel Peter in 1816. In this house Mrs. 
Kcunon was born and has always lived. 


In 1775, when the historic cargo of tea 


was dumped into Boston harbor, there 
were on board three small palms. The 
largest was carefully sent to Mount Ver- 
non, 
another to the homo of Governor 


Mdrris of Morrlsanla, while the third was 
taken to tho Pratt gardens, near Philadel- 
phia. Ten years later tho conservatory at 
Mount Vernon was burned and tho palm 
lost 
Thirty-six years later, in 1818, Mrs. 


Kennon's mother drove in her carriage, a 
journey of four days, to Philadelphia, vis- 
ited tho Pratt gardens, bought sc\cral lit- 
tle plants and carried them in a basket to 
her own greenhouse One of them was an 
offshoot of the original sago palni, and to- 
day is a veritable Colonial Dame or Daugh- 
ter of the Revolution. 


It is now almost a century old and has 


never known another homo. Its fruit is 
not abundant, like tho cocoanut or date 
palm. It bears a small apricot shaped 
fruit only onco in several years. Its ter- 
minal budding at the end of the stem is 
like a crown. Some years it unfolds long 
slender spikes or palm branches, but sev- 
eral times during Mrs. Kennon's life there 
has been a wonderful growth of fern 
shaped, delicate leaves, soft and spongy in 
texture and color. When left on the tree 
until the sap is pretty well down in the 
trunk, they retain their shape and color 
many years. Botanists have examined 
them with keen interest. It appears like 
a cabbage and slowly unfolds its yellowish 
brown fern leaves after the fashion of ottr 
house ferns. If left on the tree, they die. 
—New York Sun.

Ktr. we wont to the railroad depot on 
the morning of that day and waited fiom 
7,o'clock in tUc morning until night for a 
train to take us to Tien-tsin. But tbo 
train never oame. Train connectuin Wj4h 
tlie outside world had been cut off "thV 
day before. So wo all went IwcK to the 
legation and prepared tor the woist. '

A. South African Animal That Kcsembles 


thu Cliamoln of Europe. 


Tho lillpsprlngur, or kllpbok, us it ia of- 


ten called by tho colonists, sonnis, liko thu 
chamois of Europe, to bo oreatod for no 
other purpose than to oompluto and adorji 
a mountain Inndnoupo. Although munller 
thnu its distant cousin of tho snowy Alps, 
tho kllpspringor yiulds noithor to It nor to 
any othpr mountivln dweller in tho world 
in tho case with which it can got about the 
most difficult and dangeioun rooks and 
precipices. To watah a pair of thuno little 
nntolopos bounding with tho elasticity of 
a plooo of IndiTi rubber up and down tho 
precipitous face of sumo yawning cliff ot 
shoor juountoln wall or on to pinnacle1; 
npd lodges that might startlo oven 11 Rocky 
mountain goat, displaying tho whllo n 
cbolnoss and luok of foar born of countless 
gunurntlons ot n climbing iinccsiry, Is to 
watoh tho very perfection of wild lifoupon 
tho mountains. Uortulnly in all Houtli Af- 
rica thero Is no moro charming or wonder- 
ful sight than the klipspringer amid its 
own wild mountain >, kloofs and KrantKOs. 


About 3 font In In Ight ut tho shonldur— 


soniotiiiios n trillo moro—the klijmpringor 
is « sturdily built little buok. Thu ram 
carries short, sharp, poniatdllUii horns 
about 4 Inches in length; tho owo is horn- 
less. Ono great peculiarity of tho klip bo k 
lies in Hs oh\o brown ooiit, which is thick 
and \cry brittle to tho touch.

Is hollow, and tho wholo coat Is singularly 
light and olustio. Among tho colonists 
and especially tho Boors, tho hair of tlio 
hlipspringer Is In consequence in great do 
ninnd for ptufBng saddles.

Thero la doubtless many a good houso- 


wifo Jn this world who wonders as she 
ohpses about tho kitchen oiid tbo pantry, 
poking into dark nooks and crannies with 
her pail of. hot water or box of poison, 
whatever tho little pests called cockroaches 
aro hero for anyway and what good they 
do. Those questions would be ra'tbor diffi- 
oult to answer, for, like most of nature's 
tea\engers—and they or most of their 
varieties at least have certainly beon such 
in. the pagt—they have obtruded" in tboso 
times of advanced sanitary arrangements 
nnd "-modern Improvements," whero tboir 
services might well bo dlsponsod with. 
But there is no doubt, however much wo 
may begrudge tho little-insects a fow tiny, 
warm crevices in our homes or an occa- 
sional burial place in our puddings and 
culslno at tbe summer hotel, that by all 
recognized laws of priority they have at 
least as much right bore as we liavo, for 
their very, very great-grandsircs wore set- 
tlers upon this earth luany ages befoic our 
progenitors woye oven thought of. 


In Biblo times their presence was far 


moro disagreeably felt than in our own, 
both on account of tho different and moro 
slovenly mode of living that prevailed 
among tboso peoples and of the warm cli- 
mate of the countries of which tho Biblw 
tells. And it is probable, although no dis- 
tinct mention is made of the cockroach In 
tho Scrtpturos as among tho animals of 
Noah, that it was nevertheless in the vory 
vanguard of the procession that so placidly 
wendod its way into tho ark. 
Even tho 


first of liiir. kind, tho wifo of Adam, was 
unquestionably acquainted with the littlo 
six footed crouturus. But Evo was a very 
happy go lucky sort of dnmo and was as 
littlo troubled with household cares and 
victuals as eho was with fashion, and it Is 
likoly that tho fact pf^tbolr existence did 
not weighTiouvily Upon her mind. 


Tbo antiquity of tho oockroaob, hrtw- 


evor, is not roekoned by tho thousands of 
years with which wo commonly compute 
our \ast stietches of historio tune, but. by 
thu millions nnd millions upon millions. 
Itx beginning takes UK back through misty 
and unfabled ages, past the epochs of tha 
gigaptia nmstodoH nnd tho tremendous 
glaciers that hwopt over tho northern part 
ot this land, to disappear bonuath n warm- 
er, southern mm; p;w>t tho epoch of tho 
hwKO and borriblo reptiles that \\ nndorod 
ovur tbo universal marshlands and bogs 
and Hit to J through tho air with their 
str.tpgi), Happing wings, like tho llcmls in 
Dan,tu s "Inforno," past tho long period 
of tho luxuriant solitudes of tho carbou- 
iferoiih furusts, when tho groat forces of 
nature wore at work storing away tho rich, 
bods of c.onl into which wo dolvo today; 
past tho tlmo when whales and giant 
sharks and hoa monitors lushed tho waters 
into fo'vm, tho moki.irohs of tho noonns. 
Thuir origin carries us back to tho \cry 
coininonoetnent of tilings. Thoy wuro one 
of tho ourllosti of tho forms of lifo and tho 
pioneers of insect lifo. As some ono h.H 
said, "They tiro tho true aristocrats of lii- 
socts," tho Kings of their kind. 


Learned i-uvants nnd researchors tell us 


tb,at tho mo.-<t, primitive of cockroaches* «ro 
found doop down in what aro known as 
the silurinn J iwUs, which wore forinod hiioh

strated, in fact, that AiuerJca, us is South 
America today, was tbo most fruitful of 
any part of tbo globo, both in its varieties 
and its numbers. When we remember that 
thero nru nt present from 700 to bOO s>po- 
clos, that their, numbers have beon steadily 
decreasing for soiuo millions of years and 
thiil) thair kind ouco comprised ono-half of 
tbo unciont or puloo/.oic insects, wo can 
form so mo vague conception oC thopropor- 
tlohs ot our cockroach popuKitlon of tbo 
past. 


, Tho cockroach of modern tiiue& is com- 


monly smaller than its progenitor; but, 
being of tho eaino roiing habits and in- 
quisitivo nature, has become a, famous 
^.ivolor in thuso days"of woildvvido coui- 
incrco and conuuuincations. In tho old 
days—not to spunk vf «ho, prosont d.iys— 
th'o ships weru overrun tvith tboui, as well 
u« with greut hordes of rats, und ns they 
touohod at this port and that, on their trad- 
Ing voyuges there ocq'iirred a vvjdesproad 
canttering of species that bus been n source 
of never ending rcgrut and tribulation to 
their involuntary hosts. It \>as in this 
manner that tbe''black beetle," or oook- 
rqacb, is supposed to hnvo beon brought to 
this country and to .F'iropo from the East 
Indies.—Npw York Sun. ^..

John P. French, one of tbe moat 


prominent residents at^l business men 
of North Hampton, died at his home on 
Tuesday morning after a long illness, 
aged about eighty-tlirce years. 


Mr. French was the floa of Eev. 


Jonathan and Kebecca French, and was 
born-in North Hampton,F eb. 10, 1818 
He was the seventh of eleven children, 
all of whom lived to a mature age.

Ho was also one of 


the fiist to contract for the sale of milk 
bj the can in the Boston market, and 
for many years in connection with his 
two sons run a milk oar daily to Boston. 


Mr. French bad been a member of 


thn Congregational church fifty years. 


He had three brothers, Deacon Sam- 


uel P. French of North 
Hampton, 


Sperry French of Exeter and James 
B'rencb, who lived in Philadelphia, and 
there were also three Maters. 


He was very highly regarded and was 


i man of great wealth. 


When he was fifteen years old he had 


fifteen dollars in the Portsmouth sav- 
ings banks, and he always said he felt 
as proud as though it was $15,000; he 
said that tbe silver dollars then were as 
big as tho full moon. 


He attended the English school at 


Andover and worked hard to pay his 
board and tuition. 
He also went to 


school at Pembroke. 


The lirst money he ever earned was 


by selling molasses candy at town 
meetings. 


When he was twenty-five years old 


he kept school winters and saved $200 
every year for five years.
